D. C., Nov. 18.—[ Special. ]— 
Practically the last obstacle to the comple- 
tion of negotiations for the Panama canal 
route has now been removed. If all goes 
well the president will be able to incorporate 
in his message to congress week after next 
a positive statement to the effect that the 
United States is now in position where it can 
go and begin actual operations on the 
interoceanic canal. 

The minister of Colombia, who took it 
upon himself to delay negotiations, has re- 
ceived from his government a sharp remin- 
der that it is his principal business to secure 
a canal treaty, and that he is not expected 
to concern himself at all with the domestic 
affairs of the home government. The result 
is that Secretary Hay and Minister Concha 
have reached the basis of an agreement, and 
the treaty will probably be signed before con- 
grees meets. 

If not, a protocol or basis of agreement 
will be signed which will take the place 
of a treaty for the time being. Together 
With the assurance of an agreement be- 
tween the tWo countries, the president will 
also transmit to congress the summary of

Many of the French surveys are 
known to be inaccurate, and some are said to 
be rank swindles, which were put down on 
paper at a time when the Panama company 
was being systematically looted by its orig- 
inal promoters. Other sections of the work, 
however, were honestly surveyed, and, taken 
altogether, it is believed that the operations 
of the French company will on the whole re- 
sult in the saving of two or three years in the

When the working canal commission final- 
ly gets together there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the Chicago drainage canal will 
be made the basis of all future operations. 
The Panama cut, of course, will involve the 
expenditure of four or five times as much 
money, and the work will proceed on a much 
larger scale, but it is now understood that the 
first shipment of machinery to the isthmus 
will all be of the same general type as that 
used so successfully to divert the waters of 
Lake Michigan toward the Mississippi river. 
The engineers who have been over the Pan- 
ama construction say that much of the ma- 
chinery in use there now will have to be 
abandoned and it will also be necessary to 
organize entirely new methods of work.

Back of it, however, are still more serious 
charges involving a total of about $40,000 
which it is claimed the ex-park commissioner 
hag failed to make good. His operations are 
said to have resembled closely those of Theo- 
éore Schintz, who was convicted some years 
ago of altering securities 80 as to issue sev- 
eral trust deeds all purporting to be first 
mortgages on the same piece of property.

CONKEY STRIKER I SHO?. 


HAMMOND’S LABOR STRIFE MAY 
RESULT IN MURDER. 


Arthur Rusch, a Union | Picket, Halts 
New Men Being Smuggled Into the 


On-, Hired Guards Shoot Into 
Crowd and He Is Dangerously 
Wounded—Warrants Out, but As- 
sailants Flee. 


The oft recurring strikes at the Conkey 
printing plant at Hammond, Ind., which 
have been marked by disorder and blood- 
shed, culminated yesterday in the shooting 
of a 19 year old striker, Arthur Rusch» His 
assailant was one of a group of private de- 
tectives, all of whom fied before the police 
arrived. Rusch was shot in the chest and 
his condition is considered critical. 

The present strike at the Conkey plant 
began two weeks ago. Mr. Conkey at once 
employed a number of local private 
detectives to guard the plant. Finding the 
strikers determined he some days ago began 
importing printers, pressmen, and binders 
from Chicago. Yesterday’s shooting was 
the direct result of this. 


Pickets Stop the New Men. 

The strikers have been watching all trains 
from Chicago in an effort to turn the men 
‘back. On the afternoon Nickel Plate train 
from Chicago yesterday fifty men were sent 
to Hammond. The new men were hurried 
down the Erie railway tracks, which run 
past the Conkey plant, in the hope they 
could be smuggled into the building without 
being seen by the strikers. The latter had 
received a telephone warning from Chicago, 
however, and when the strike breakers were 
within 100 feet of the plant they were inter- 
cepted by twenty-five union pickets,

The Hemmond police were notified, but 
by the time they reached the scene the de- 
tectives had fled. The town was searched, 
but they could not be found, and it is thought 
they were hurried over the state line into 
Illinois. 

Warrants for the Fugitives. 

Prosecuting Attorney Bowers of Hammond 
took Rusch's sworn statement and warrants 
were sworn out for the detectives charging 
assault and battery with intent to kill. 

Last week Marion Moyer, a striker, was 
assaulted by one of the detectives, William 
Wilkins, who is out on bonds now awaiting 
trial. Wilking was one of the party yester- 
day afternoon who fired on the strikers and 
is the only man whose name is khown.

Mrs. Lena Dexheimer of Hoboken, Con- 


verted from Violent Oreed, Declares 

Three Reds Have Been Chosen to 
Assassinate Roosevelt sine His In“ 
auguration, but That Each Commit- 
ted Suaicide—Paster of Charch 
roborates Part of Her Story. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[Special. ]}—Discios- 
ures of three alleged plots to assassinate 
President Roosevelt since he has taken of- 
fice were made in Hoboken today by Mrs. 
Lena Dexheimer, a parishioner of the First 
Methodist Episcopal church, who says she is 
a converted anarchist. Mrs. Dexheimer is 
the mother of six children, and the Rev. 
Charles L. Meade of the church says he isin 
a position to know that her story is reliable. 


Pestor Corroborates Story. 

According to Mrs. Dexheimer the clergy- 
man, helped her to frustrate one of the at- 
tempts on the president’slife. Pastor Meade 
admitted that this was so, but refused to 
discuss the part that he had played, saying 
that he preferred to allow the story of Mrs. 
Dexheimer:told of it to suffice. 

Mrs. Dexheimer lives on the fifth floor of 
the double apartment house at 1115 Willow 
avenue. She is an intelligent German woman. 
That she had been an anarchist was a secret 
among herself, her husband, Pastor Meade, 
and members of the secret service until one 

y last week, when she attended a meet- 

ng of the Mothers’ club at the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, and unburdened her- 
self in a moment of religious fervor. 


First Plot Ends in Suicide. 


In her agssoctation with anarchists she says. 
she learned of a plot to kill the president one 
year ago. The drawing of lots resulted in the 
task falling upon a young Frenchman named 
Melov. He arrived in this country from 
England about Christmas, and she was one 
of those to meet him. She had long talks 
with him afterwards, and tried to dissuade 
him from carrying out the plan. He at first 
threatened to denounce her, but ended by 
listening to her appeals. 

He finally told her, what she already knew,

__ pected. Knowing that Wickersham made a

Or 6% per cent, many lawyers sent poor in- 
“yestors to him. Others who dealt with him 
were personal or business friends. They all 
apparently turned their money over to him 
without question, and never made any in- 
“vestigation. 
Efforts to Reach s Settlement. 

For some time it has been known among

Halsey Ritter, assistant city attorney, on 
whose advice the aldermen acted and placed 
themselves in contempt, esayed to appear 
for argument before Judge Mullins of the 
District court, but met with a rebuke from 
the court, who remarked that he would also 
be a candidate for discipline at the bar for 
recommending the contemptuous conduct in- 
stead of upholding the dignity of the court. 

T. J. O'Donnell, for the Municipal league, 

replied to Mr. Ritter’s plea for time and 
against haste and lack of carefulness 
in the contempt case. The court, he said, 


had not acted in haste, but the board of ald- ;

Must Keep Labor Quiet. 

It is the important matter of how to keep 
labor quiet which is engaging the serious 
attention of large interests and directing 
the present policy. No such general and un- 
asked for increases in wages would have 
been made but for the ‘fear of further dem- 
onstrations, and possibly successful ones, 
by organized labor. 

Merely to state a fact, there Was much un- 
easiness over the necessity for the president 
to intervene in the coal strike. That act 
was taken to suggest that following the 
president's successful effort there might be 
state officials who would seek to emulate 
his example and thereby unduly strengthen 
the power of unions. Rather than take 
chances in this direction, the increase in 
wages came about apparently in a natural 
way, and besides the financial situation is 
such that strikes of importance, aside from 
the possibility of success, are not desired 
at this time. 


Builder to Cease Operations. 

This afternoon it is announced that a prom- 
inent builder has decided to withdraw from 
further building operations owing to the 
nereased risk which he sees as the result 

f the increasing strength of the labor 
unions. 


Money Begins to Work Harder. 
Money is beginning to work harder again. 


It is 6 per cent, plus a commission of 2% per 
cent for ninety days. 

The stock market, however, is not as yet 
paying special heed to the money situation. 
But quotations have begun to move slowly 
down, and with the usual firmness of money 
in December the outlook for a general ad- 
vance in prices is unpromising. The situa- 
tion points directly the opposite, though de- 
moralization is generally conceded to be 
over. 

The buying of Manhattan stock has been 
pronounced. So far as can be learned it is 
based on the old assumption that the New 
York Centra! will lease the road and guar- 
antee a 7 per cent dividend. The buying has 
been of an excellent character. 

Investors Hold Steel Shares. 

The selling of United States Steel shares 
has abated. Investigation shows that this 
stock is continuously going into investors’ 
hands. It is estimated that an average of 
100 certificdtes are sent out of New York 
daily. This would be a total of over 300,000 
per annum. The shares are by far the most 
generally distributed of any dealt in here. 
Much of the stock is held in small lots by 
those attracted to the percentage of income 
‘based on the price of the common shares. 
While none of the organizers of large cor- 
porations have ever contended that the com- 
mon stocks should be bought for invest- 
ment, still a return of nearly 11 per cent on 
the cost price of Steel common is the highest 
offered by any well known common stock. 
Then the public seems to think that Mr. 
Morgan is back of the concern, and his 
prestige makes for confidence in the property. 


St. Louis Fair Boom Is Nes x. 

It is announced that the Planters’ Hotel 
company of St. Louis is to build three exposi- 
tion hotels, costing approximately a total of 
$1,000,000. This enterprise suggests the real 
estate and street railway boom which is 
ahead for that town in anticipation of fair 
business. The record made in Chicago 
showed that flats which rented at $50 per 
month before and during the period of the 
exposition slumped to $25 after the fair was 
over. The bargains were made by those 
who through good fortune sold desirable real 
estate prior to the opening. This was also 
true of certain miscellaneous businesses 
which boomed in the year preceding the fair 
and practically collapsed afterwards. 

Street railway earnings in St. Louls may be 
expected to almost de ble and stocks go up 
accordingly. Chicago street railway shares 

made their extraordinary advances, how- 
ever, before the world’s fair traffic began, 
and history will probably repeat itself in St. 
Louis. 

New York Stock Oversubscribed. 

Some attention has been attracted to the 
fact that New York city stock was largely 

oversubscribed and that this showed there 
was money in plenty for sound investi- 
ments. It may be doubted whether the - 
lustration is a good one. There is always 
a market for such investments and mu- 
nicipal bonds were purchased freely in 1806 
merely because they were considered safe. 
There is just as much money in the country 
when ‘interest rates are high as when they 
are low. It is merely a question of safety 
whether funds go into investments or not. 

r Agency Discontinued. 

The transfer agency of the Illinois Electric 
Vehicle Transportation company has been 
discontinued. The company has declared 
a final dividend of $1.50, payable Dec. 1. 
Transfers of stock will be made before Nov. 
26. 


Railway Steel Spring Strong. 

The declaration of the regular quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent on the preferred stock 
of the Railway Steel Spring company recalls 
the fact of that corporation appearing to 
stand unusually well with a class of investors 

who will not purchase other industrials. It 
may be-said in favor of the company that it 
was organized without th> usual amount of 
water.

HOSPIPAL, FIRE, 


ELLA BIRCH THE HEROINE oF | 


EARLY MORNING BLAZE. ‘ 
Night Superintendent of the West Side 
Institution Smells Smoke and Sends 
In an Alarm, Then Heads a Party 
That Fights the Flames and Gets 
Them Under Control Before ‘Chief 
‘Musham’s Men Arrive—Some of the 
Patients Scared. 


Through the quick action of Miss Ella 


Birch, night superintendent of the West Side 


hospital, what might have proved a dan- 
gerous fire was averted at 1:30 o'clock this 
morning and two score patients were pre- 
vented from trying to leave their beds when 
the smoke rolled through their rooms. 

Miss Birch was on duty in the office when 
she smelled smoke, and at once began an in- 
vestigation. Making her way back from the 


‘front of the bullding, she opened the door 


of the clinical room on the first floor, only to 
be met with a cloud of smoke which poured 
out into the corridor. : 

Miss Birch closed the door immediately 
and called for the night engineer, then ran 
into the street bareheaded and turned in the 
alarm from the box at Wood and Harrison 
streets. 

Then she returned to the aid of her pa- 
tients. She at once notified all of the night 


nurses to be in readiness to help their pa- 


tients escape, and, marshaling the engineer 
and one or two, others to aid her, she rigged 
up the fire apparatus in the bullding and re- 
turned to the clinical room. 

The fire apparently was under the floor and 
had spread into the walls. The patients on 
the second story, many of whom are serious- 
ly ill, had béen awakened from their sleep 
by the smoke and were begging the nurses 
to aid them. The patients on the second floor 
were carried to the front of the building in 
preparation of a hurried escape. } 


Hand Grenades Check Blaze. 

Carrying a rack of hand grenades in one 
hand Miss Birch led the way into the clinical 
room and attacked the flames, which were 
making their way through the woogwork. 
So well did she direct the work of fighting the 
fire that when the first engines arrived the 
spread of the flames had been checked. 

The firemen attacked the walls and floor 
with axes and poured enough water into the 
air spaces to extinguish the flames. The 
smoked pervaded the building for some time, 
however, although the patients above the 
second floor suffered little inconvenience. 

The blase is-believed to have been caused 
by crossed electric wires under the floor 
of the clinical room. The location of the fire 
made it hard to get at and prevented the 
hospital force from putting it out at once. 


Tells of Fighting the Fire. 

None of the patients above the second 
floor knew that we had a flre, said Miss 
Birch, after the firemen had left. 1 
smelled the smoke, and at the same time 
that I notified the engineer I instructed all 
of the nurses to keep quiet in the wards. We 
were able to prevent a panig, and I do not 
believe that any of the patients suffered any 
great harm. 

Those on the second floor are mostly in 
private rooms, and are what we cal! clinical 
cases. Considering the circumstances, I 
think we were fortunate in stopping the fire 
where we did. The damage will not be heavy, 
as the fire did not burn any length of time.“ 


MORGAN’S-PROFIT LARGE IN 
BIG RAILROAD MERGER DEAL. 


New York Bankers Managed Most of 
Northern Securities Transfers and 
Gained Twice on Much of the Stock. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[Special. }~Several 
hitherto undisclosed facts concerning the 


Northern Securities company merger of the 


Great Northern and the Northern Pacific 
railroads were made known at a hearing in 
the federal building today in the case of the 
state of Minnesota against the cembination. 

An interesting feature of the testimony of 
E. T. Nichols; secretary-treasurer of the be 
Northern Securities company, was the de- 
scription of the various ways in which the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. acted as inter- 
mediary in the affairs of the Northern Securi- 
ties company. ,It was testified that this bank- 
ing house acted variously as an institution 
of deposit and of discount, in a fiduciary ca- 
pacity, and as fiscal agent. 


Sell Big Block of Stock. 

When the merger was formed these bank- 
ers sold to the Northern Securities com- 
pany, acting for E. H. Harriman and others, 
a large amount of Northern Pacific stock. 
That was patd for in Northern Securities 
stock in addition to some $9,000,000 cash, 
which: was borrowéd for the purpose from 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Later J. P. Morgan & Co. as fiscal agent. 
redeemed for the Northern Pacific railroad 
company some $34,000,000 of the preferred 
stock of that corporation, paying a check 
to the Northern Securities company. That 
check was deposited with J. P. Morga Co., 
and with a check upon that banking house 
the Northern Securities company paid for 
some $34,000,000 in convertible bonds of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, which were subse- 
quently exchanged through J. P. Morgan & 
ws for common stock of the railroad corpora- 

on.

Scranton, Pa., Nov. 17.—[Special.] — The 
anthracite strike inquiry has settled down to 
A battle between unionized labor and capital. 
For the fourth day John Mitchell, president 
of the United Mineworkers of America, from 
the witness stand replied to the attacks of the 
lawyers representing the operators, defend- 
ing the right of unions to recognition, while 
every effort of the lawyers was directed to- 
ward showing that the mineworkers are an- 
unreliable, and unworthy of recog- 

on. 

The commissioners took a hand in the 
numerous clashes between the attorneys and 
the witness and sought to hasten proceed- 
ings. Mr. Mitchell showed the effects of the 
four day strain and grew earcastic in his 
replies to reiterated questions. At one point 
he demanded 3000 as the minimum annual 
wage of miners, saying they might want to 
end the summer at the sea shore. 

The operators seem to have subordinated 
every question in dispute to recognition of the 
union. They attacked the miners’ organiza- 
tion from every angle, and Mitchell defended 
It strongly. Recognition of the union, he 
aid, merely meant the making of contracts 
between. the operators and the united work- 
ers, and he gueranteed that the union would 
te dg members to Hve up to their con- 


Tries to Discredit Union. 

Wayne MacVeagh today centered most of 
his energies in trying to break down the 
miners’ reasons for asking for a yearly 
agreement with the companies on hours of 
labor, and other conditions, which, 
it would be recognition of the union.

Mr. MacVeagh thought it was wrong to 
follow such a course, and that it tends to 
breed anarchy. Mr. Mitchell said he was 
pleased to say the courts as a rule are fair, 
but he regretted that in the course of his 
experience he had found some judges against 
labor. He referred to Judeg Jackson of 
West Virginia, who, he said, had made 
serious refiections on men who gave up their 
lives to the cause of labor. He added that 
there were no anarchists in the trade unions. 
Mr. Mitchell said no local in his union had 
ever expelled a man for belonging to the 
national guard, and that no national labor

BOYCOTT KILLS BUSINESS 
of KANKAKEE HOTEL MAN. 


Because He Voted the Independent 
Ticket J. F. Jelly Loses the Trade of 
Insane Asylum Employes. 


Kankakee, III., Nov. 18.—[Special.)—J. F. 
Jelly, the keeper of a hotel just outside the 
grounds of the Kankakee insane asylum, has 
been made the victim of an organized boy- 
cott by the authorities of the hospital domi- 
nated over by State Senator Len Small, as 
president of the board of trustees. 

Because his political views were at variance 
with those of the authorities who have until 
recently controlled the politics and nearly 
everything eise in Kankakee county, Mr. 
Jelly has an empty hotel and restaurant. 
He voted for the independent ticket that de- 
feated the regular republican nominees of 
r Kankakee county and is paying the penalty. 

Supt. Corbus admits he gave the orders 
that have resulted in the loss of Jelly’s busi- 
ness. He claims that politics had nothing 


ed to keep away from the hotel because the 
keeper would not attend strictly to business; 
that it was for the good of the institution. 
Mr. Jelly's business is entirely dependent 
on the good wil) of the hospital. Employés 
have patronized him during their off duty 
hours. All this has been stopped since or- 
ders have been issued forbidding employés 
to leave the grounds without a permit. These 
official orders have been supplemented, it 
is asserted, by others from Dyer, the busi- 
ness manager, instructing the employés not 
to patronize Jelly, but to trade with James 
Butterworth Mr. Butterworth is an asylum 
employé and one of Len Small's henchmen. 


SCHENECTADY BOYCOTT ISTO

Trades Assembly of New York Town 
Splits Over War Against Railway and 
Delegates Wrangle for Hours. 


, Schenectady, N. T., Nov. 18.—The boycott 
against the Schenectady railway company 
will continue. The trades assembly held a 
long and stormy meeting tonight, at which 
a resolution was offered to reconsider the 
resolution ordering the boycott, but a clause 
in the constitution to the effect that any 
action taken at a regular meeting could not 
be reconsidered at a special meeting was 
produced and no action was taken. 

The meeting was almost riotous. When 
the move to reconsider was offered the rep- 
resentatives of the metal polishers’ union 
called out if the boycott were declared off 
the entire metal polishers’ body would with- 
draw from the trades assembly.

MORE WAGES; HIGH RATES 


Federation Convention at New 
Orleans Stirred by the Gom- 


pers-Shaffer Fight. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

New Orleans, La., Nov. 18.--[Special.]— 
Under the protection of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor the teamsters are to be 
formed into one national organization, Ul- 
timately they will coUperate with a na- 
tional association of employers, raise cart- 
age rates, and in return receive a wage 
increase. The federation is directly inter- 
ested in the formation of the union which ö 
it sanctioned this afternoon. The associat- 
ed teaming interests of Chicago, which are 
now placing affiliated bodies in St. Louis, 
Kansas City, and Omaha will be the nucleus 
around which the employere will build. 

The first step in the campaign will be made 
within sixty days, when the committees 
of contending factions of teamsters, by 
an order of the federation, win meet and 
adjust their differences. At that time, they 
will issue a call for a convention and for- 
mally organize a new union, which will be 
started with a membership of over 70,000 
men. 


Other Cities to Follow Chicago. 


Already the teamsters of Chicago are work- 
ing under agreements with the members of 
the associated teaming interests. The same 
agreements will be entered into in other 
cities an soon as the two organizations are 
represented there. The first work will be 
done in the west, where organized teamsters 
are strong, and from there will spread to the 
east, beginning at Boston. 

The methods of organization and the terms 
of agreement between the organizations will 
be modeled after those now in force in Chi- 
cago. The teamsters will agree to work for 
none but members of the associated teaming 
‘interests. Once all the men interested in 
the industry are in both organizations, cart- 
age rates will go up. The scale will be uni- 
form in the different lines of work, and it is 
expected will again place many of the dif- 
ferent branches of the teaming industry ona 
substantial footing, as it has done in Chicago. 


Declare Law Is Not Violated. ‘ 


When the matter was broached to the rivals 
of the Chicago teamsters they refused to 
consider it at first, claiming it is against the 
trust laws. Evidence was brought out to 
show that in practically every state with 
anti-trust laws combinations in which labor 
is the heaviest expense of production are 
permissible. With this all opposition ceased. 

The move will be a n@w one in the indus- 
trial world, and, should it be successfully | 
pushed, will be the most extensive combina- 
tion of capital and labor now extant. In 
Chicago alone it represents an investment 
and expenditure annually of millions of dol- 
lars. In Chicago alone there are 37,000 
licensed teamsters and in New York many 
more. Other cities swell the quota until it 
reaches approximately 600,000 men. 

The amalgamation of the contending team- 
sters will give new life to the movement. 
Organizers will be sent out to all sections of 
the country. Massmeetings will be called in 
the different cities. Each line of teaming 
will be taken up separately, as was done in 
Chicago. 


Resolution Settles Long Fight. 


The work of amalgamation came up late 
in the afternoon in the report of the organiza- 
tion committee. It reported that the fol!ow- 
ing resolution would settle the controversy 
and asked that it be accepted: 

Resolved, That this convention elect a commit- 
tee of three to meet within sixty days a like com- 
mittee of three each from the Team Drivers’ In- 
ternational nion and the National Teamsters’ 
union to jJudicate all existing differences ana 
unite the teamsters into one union; and, be it 
further 

Resolved, That both parties to the controversy 
shall be required to agree, prior to the assembling 
of the joint cemmittee that they will abide by 
the plan of settlement that may be agreed upon 
by the joint committee; and, be it further 

Resolved, That the three members of the com- 
mittee elected by this convention shall have the 
power and shall act as umpires to decide all ques- 
tions that may arise upon which the members of 
the committee representing the teamsters cannot 


agree. 

Both factions were willing but wanted to 
have the committee of three appointed by the. 
federation selected by themselves. They 
asked that they be granted the privilege of 
each selecting one man fromamong the dele- 
gates and that President Gompers choose the 
third. This proved acceptable to the conven- 
tion and was adopted. | 

Both factions were suspicious. George In- 
nis of the International Drivers’ union 
pledged to accept the terms, and demanded 
thet Albert Young of Chicago do the same. 
Young rose to speak, but before he could 
start Secretary Frank Morrison asked: 

“Is this satisfactory to you?“ 

It is,“ said Young.

Gompers-Shaffer Fight Renewed.

„ and all of them refuse to serve. We are 
at a loss what to do. It does not look as if 
we can get the fifth man.“ 

President Gompers in an angry voice re- 
fused to accept the reason for the delay. 
He asked that if the committee failed to 
reach an agreement by night that the con- 
vention take up the dispute. 

Shaffer agreed to do this, but Secretary 
Lennon refused to accept the suggestions 
and ordered the committee to reach an im- 
mediate agreement. This it did an hour later, 
selecting L. A. Tanquary of the Rallway 


geseion this afternoon and heard the case 
of President Shaffer. President Gompers 
will defend himself tomorrow morning, and 
a decision will be announced in the afternoon. 


Move to Defeat Gompers. 

Troubles are gathering for President Ggm- 
pers. A movement has been started by sev- 
eral delegations to defeat him for reélec- 
tion. They say 3,700 votes are already 
pledged against him, and they are believed 
to be those of the miners, brewery workers, 
and carpenters. This faction is anxious to 
run James Duncan of the granite workers, 
and are endeavoring to get his consent. 


| Socialists Lose Their Bill. 

During the day the convention took up 
many resolutions, Through these mediums 
it raised the salaries of the president to §3,- 
000 and the secretary to $2,500. It also consid- 
ered an attempt by the socialists to push 
through a resolution favoring an old age 
pension by the government.

Grand Jurors Also Hold Cur- 
ran for the Haga- 
mann Robbery. 


HEAR THE CROOKS’ STORY. 


Their Remarks About Lavin Not 
Admitted by the State 
Prosecutor. 


On the testimony of the two cracksmen 
who rifled the safe of Bernard Hagamann 
in August, 1901, Patrolman Patrick T. Ma- 
honey and Daniel Curran, a saloonkeeper, 
were indicted yesterday by the grand jury for 
complicity in the burglary. Other witnesses 
furnished corroborative. evidence, and As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Sprogle said he con- 
sidered the case against Mahoney and Cur- 
ran perfect. They were held in the county 
jail in default of $10,000 bonds. 

Thomas Barry and James Clark, the safe 
blowers, reiterated their story when testify- 
ing before the jury, that they had been given 
to understand, When brought to trial last 
year, that they would be protected by the 
then Capt. Lavin. But their efforts to im- 
plicate the inspector failed, what they said 
and attempted to say being ruled out as in- 
competent in the case being heard. 


Story of Promise Ruled Out. 

Clark and Barry,“ said. Mr. Sprogle, 
maintam they had been indirectly prom- 
ised that Capt. Lavin would see they re- 
ceived light sentences in the county jail. 
Three months was the time mentioned as the 
period agreed on. There is, however, abso- 
lutely nothing to support their testimony, 


and alone it cannot be given any credence.” 


Mr. Sprogle said the men’s motive is a de- 
sire to be revenged on former accomplices, 
who, they believe, betrayed them. This was 
brought out clearly by Clark before the 
grand jury hearing. He told how he had 
come out of the bridewell without money and 
had asked Mahoney for it, only to be re- 


fused, 


J told Mahoney that if he did not help 
me out I would see him sent to the peniten- 
tlary.“ Clark said. ‘‘ Mahoney replied that 


if he went there Inspector Lavin would go, 


too.” 
Get Tips on Safe Blowing. 

The grand jury enjoyed the novelty of 
hearing a man said to be an expert cracksman 
‘tell how the Hagamann safe was wrecked. 
Barry gave all the details, even to admitting 
he had used a trifle too much nitro-glycerin, 
causing an unnecessarily loud explosion. 
The witness followed with as much of the 
statements against Inspector Lavin as he 
was permitted to tell. While the work was 
going on in the jewelry store, he said, Patrol- 
man Mahoney remained on the street in 
front on guard. He also told, as he had 
previously, how Curran had first approached 
him about the job, giving him assurances of 
the assistance of a policeman. It was said 
the proceeds of the robbery were placed in 
the care of Mahoney, who squealed and 
had the jewelry returned and Clark and 
Barry arrested. The implication was that 
the cash, said to amount to $600, was re- 
tained by Mahoney, together with some dia- 
monds. 

Clark had much the same tale totell. He 
was followed by Inspector Lavin, who knew 
only the latter part of the story of the rob- 
bery. Inspector Hunt, in whose division the 
burglary was committed, knew even less of 
its details. Alexander Collins, the atterney 
who was sent to defend Barry and Clark as 
soon as arrested, admitted that Mahoney had 
paid the fee for defending the accused men, 
settling the bill with three diamonds. 


Story of Spectacular Arrests. 

The indictment of Mahoney and the insinu- 
ations against Inspector Lavin recall the 
spectacular capture of Clark and Barry 
made by that officer when captain at the 
stockyards station. Suspicion, it seems, had 
been directed against Barry, and he was 
located through the weekly good behavior 
reports he was obliged to furnish the police. 
At midnight of Sunday, Sept. 1, 1901, the 
captain and eight detectives surrounded 
the boarding house at 1223 Wabash avenue. 
The boarders were routed out of their beds 
at the point of the policeman’s pistols and 
Barry and Clark were selected as the two 
men wanted. It is said Barry claimed his 
name was Collins. Capt. Lavin said: 

Let me see your hands. | 

Barry had lost one finger, and when the 
demand was made he knew he was identified 
and gave up. The stolen jewelry was said 
to be buried at Fifty-first street, near Indi- 
ana avenue, where the police dug it up with 
all the mystery belonging to the unearthing 
of a pirate’s treasure on a desolate island, a 
few rods from a great tree with a dead limb. 
It was taken to the station and was gloated 
over by the visitors from all over the city, 
and then returned to Hagamann, whose 
gratitude was pathetic. 

“I think that safe robbery in Hagamann’s 
store one of the boldest for many years in 
Chicago. The men had apparently no fear 
of possible capture from the effects of the 
loud explosion,’’ Lavin said at the time. 
He continued to say that he believed they 
must have remained in the building fully 
ten minutes after the safe had been blown 
to pieces.

Complaint has been made to the navy de- 
partment of the awful condition of the quar- 
ters at the 
ington, used for the confinement of 
prisoners. This place is known as The 
Brig. and is a room with no subcellar, 23 
feet 4 inches long by 17 feet 10 inches wide, 
with a grated door opening on the guard- 
room (which contains eleven beds), two open- 
ings to the open air, east and west, closed in 
winter, and with one small window in the 
west wall, not usually opened on account of 
the draft. The ceiling is high and has a 
trap door cut through to improve the poor 
ventilation. 

The brig contains five cells, each 8 feet 6 
inches in length and averaging about 4 feet 
2 inches in width, opening by half grated 
doors on a corridor about 8 feet 6 inches wide. 
This corridor is further obstructed in winter 
by a large stove. In summer the brig is ex- 
ceedingly close and hot; in winter corre- 
spondingly cold, For the last year it has 
been nearly always crowded, as many as 
thirteen men having been confined there, 
and seldom less than from ten to twelve, so 
that, besides the full cells, the prisoners have 
thronged in the passageway or corridor, 
lying close up against the stove in winter. 
Exercise is given by walking up and down 
the arcade for about an hour twice a week, 
and no outside police duties can be given, ex- 
cept taking the ashes from the guardroom 
and prison to the ash heap and emptying the 
buckets. 

On release the prisoners come out showing 
unmistakably the effects of overcrowding 
after such long incarceration in this badly 
ventilated brig. As no remedy in enlarge- 
ment is possible, it was recommended to the 
commanding officer that, in order to relieve 
this congestion, it be used only for offenders 
whose sentences aggregate fifteen days, and 


meted out be transferred to another and 

more commodious prison. 

Great damage has been done to timber in 
the west by beetles, according to Dr. A. D. 
Hopkins of the agricultural department, who 
has just returned from an extended trip to 
Arizona, California, Idaho, the Puget sound 
country, and the Black hills. In the Black 
hills alone the damage has been quite ex- 
tensive, 600,000,000 feet of yellow pine having 
been killed by the pine destroying beetle. 
Dr. Hopkins has made a report on the ques- 
tion of lessening the damage from this 
gource, recommending that all live trees in- 
fested with beetles be cut in winter and the 
bark removed. This process destroys the 
insects. This plan has been adopted and i 
has worked successfully. :

The naval surgeon attached to one of the 
training ships has reported to the surgeon 
general tg? Washington that the naval ap- 
prentices whose ages range from 15 to 17 
years do not get sufficient sleep owing to the 
demands upon them on board the vesseis. 
In a report made by Surgeon George H. Bar- 
ber that officers says: 

„The apprentice of 15 to 17 years of age 
stands the same sea watches as the men— 
four hours on and four off—so that during a 
tour of twenty-four hours duty under the 
most favorable circumstances of wind and 
weather, the watch going on deck at 8 o'clock 
p. m., for example, cannot hope to secure 
more than six hours’ sleep, only three and 
one-half hours of which are continuous. 

„A common remark of the watch officers is 
that ‘ the boys of my division were so drowsy 
during the morning drill periods that it was 
impossible to hold their attention at instruc- 
tions.’ All authorities are agreed that a 
growing boy requires at least eight hours’ 
sleep Juring the twenty-four hours. 

It does not seem to be practicable to ar- 
range the sea watches differently. There- 
fore, the only solution of the problem would 
appear to be the addition of more ports to the 
itinerary of the cruises, and I would urgently 
recommend that this be done in the future, 
so that, barring stress of weather, no pas- 
sage from port to port shall extend over a 
longer period than twenty-five days.”

shows after all districts have been heard 
from that the Fifty-eighth congress will con- 
sist of 208 republicans and 178 democrats. 
Populists, aiiverites, and representatives of 
the other new parties will disappear from 
the house with the close of this congress, as 
the few who are left will affiliate with the 
other parties, and only republicans and dem- 
ocrats will appear in the new lst. 

In this list there are 131 new names, twen- 
ty-nine of which represent the increased 
membership of the house provided for under 
the apportionment based on the last ceneus. 
Of the new members seventy are democrats 
and sixty-one republicans. Leaving out of 
consideration the twenty-nine additional 
members of the next house, the net change 
from the present membership fs 102. 

There are also about half a dozen new 
members who were elected to fill vacancies 
in the present congrese caused by deaths and 
resignations. Representative J. H. Ketcham 
of New York, who will have served thirty 
years when the Fifty-eighth congress ex- 
pires, ie the Nestor of the house. His serv- 
ice has been interrupted, however, and Rep- 
resentative Bingham of Pennsylvania, who 
holds the longest record for uninterrupted 
service, is the father of the house. Mr. 
Bingham is the ranking member of the ap- 
propriattona committee, and if precedents 
were followed would be made chairman of 
that great committee upon the elevation of 
Mr. Cannon to the speakership, but this 
honor will be conferred upon Representative 
Hemenway, the third member on the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Ketcham’s record is remarkable in 
that he has been nominated to congress 
nineteen times, and always by acclaamtion. 
He was defeated for election three times. 
Mr. Cannon also has a long record, and at 
the expiration of the next congress will have 
served thirty years, but Mr. Ketcham had 
served terms in congress before Uncle Joe 
was elected the first time. 

Lieut. Gen. Miles will not return to the 
United States direct from the Philippines, 
but will make an extended trip through Rus- 
sia and China. Advices received from Gen. 
Miles state that he expects to leave Manila 
about Dec. 15 for China. He will go to 
Pekin and inspect the legation guard there 
and go over the ground of the advance of the 
relief expedition to Pekin. From, Pekin he 
will go over the transsiberian railway to St. 
Petersburg, and from there will return to 
this country by way of Europe and will 
probably reach New York about the middie 
of February. Gen. Miles will be accom- 
panied on this trip by Lieut. Col. Maus and 
Capt. Whitney of his staff. :

ALLIED CLUBS 


NATIONAL: GOLF BODY PASSES 
,OVER EXPECTED ISSUE. 


Associate: Members Will Continue to 
Be Sele Voting Members of United 
States Governing Organization, and 
New Admissions to This Class Win 
Be Considered from Territorial 
Viewpoint to Preserve Just See- 
tional Power on Balloting. 


New York, Nov. 18,—[Special.]—Several 
important changes in the United States golf 
provisions were made tonight at the special 
meeting of the national body, which was 
‘held at Delmonico’s. Sixteen of twenty*six 
associate ubs entitled to vote were repre: 
sented. question of placing the ‘al 
clubs on a par with the associate clubs d 
not come up, and the disposition seemed to 
be that both associate and allied members 
were contented with the present situation. 

The most important changes under discus- 
sion were the articles reducing the dues of 
the allied clubs from $25-to $10 and curtail- 
ing to some extent the admission of clubs 
to associate and so voting membership. The 
$10 annual dues for allied clubs was passed, 
but it provoked a little discussion as te the 
advisability of reducing the associate club 
dues from $100 to $30. 

E. P. Martin of the Chicago Golf club ad- 
vanced this idea, as he stated that the funds 
of the association were more than ample for 
all expenses. Treasurer Samuel G. Heelner 
of Philadelphia explained that the total in- 
come was about 38.500, of which $3,600 comes 
from the associate clubs and $4,450 from the 
178 allied clubs. This latter amount will now 
be reduced to $1,780, and the treasurer 
thought that no further reduction should be 
made at this time. 

The change regarding new associate clubs 
is an entirely new movement in the associa- 
tion. Hereafter the sectional location of the 
club applying for voting power will be taken 
into consideration. The intention is to pre- 
serve a just territorial distribution of voting 


power, 

The subject of a further and clearer inter- 
pretation of golf rules came up for discus- 
sion. The president appointed Charles B. 
Macdonald, G. Herbert Windeler, and Walter 
J. Travis as a committee to draft such 
changes as might be desirable.

BASEBALL WAR NEAR EX 


MINOR LEAGUERS CONSIDER NEW 
PEACE PLANS. 


Deadlock Continues All Day, with No 
Final Decision Announced, but 
Proposition Is Presented American 
Association Which It Is Thought 
Will Be Accepted This Morning— 
Van Brunt, Director of Western 
League Policy, Arrives from East. 


After struggling and lobbying all day yes- 


terday at the Auditorium, the minor league 
baseball magnates adjourned shortly be- 
fore 7 o’clock with the announcement that 
no compromise between the warring ele- 
ments had been reached, but that a peace 
protocol would undoubtedly be signed some 
time today. 

While the minor leaguers were consid- 
erably more mysterious and clamiike re- 
garding their business than the traditions of 
even the National league demanded, it was 
learned that an entirely new proposition 
has been submitted to the American asso- 
ciation as a last resort, and this offer the 
Hickey organization has taken under ad- 
visement until 11 o' clock today, when it will 
deliver its acceptance or refusal to the minor 
league governing body. As this proposition 
grants the American association practically 
everything it has been holding out for, there 
is every prospect it will be accepted. 


Concessions for Harmony. 


The proposition embodies the essentials of 
the compromise measure suggested by Presi- 
dent Powers of the minor league association, 
which was in effect that the American associ- 
ation and Western league should continue 
with their present circuits so long aa the rival 
clubs in Kansas City and Milwaukee wish to 
continue the fight for patronage, but contains 
additional features providing for a settlement 
of the difficulty over players claimed by both 
leagues. This is the stumbling block over 
which all. previous measures have come to 
grief, and the suggestion now made is to give 
each league the players under actual con- 
tract to it up to a certain date, leaving the 
settlement of any disputes which may arise 
to an arbitration board made up of disinter- 
ested baseball men. 

This is apparently a complete surrender on 
the part of the Western league in the inter- 
ests of harmony, and as such is highly com- 
mendable, inasmuch as the two rivals have 
been kept apart for the last fortnight merely 
by unnecessary haggling over unimportant 
details. A significant fact in this connection 
was the arrival yesterday of W. T. Van 
Brunt, chief financial backer of the Western 
leagué, who has been absent from the previ- 
ous sessions here. The matter would have 
been settled in short meter, it is believed, if 
more men of Van Brunt’s broad gauge had 
been in control of the deliberations. 


Hart a Central Figure. 


President Hart of the Chicago National 
league club was a prominent figure in the 
informal conferences held about the cor- 

dors during the day, and his presence 
was construed as indicating a desire on the 
part of the warring factions to make him 
one of the arbitera. Mr. Hert, while deny- 
ing all knowledge of the doings of the 
minors, was the most communicative of 
any of the magnates. He said: 

J consider this meeting one of the most 
important to baseball that has taken place 
in recent years. The minor leagues are the 
bulwark of the sport, and their existence is 


necessary to the good of the game. I look 


for an early settlement of existing difficul- 
ties, and, with a strong organization per- 
fected here, the smaller leagues can take 
care of themselves if they will bury petty 
strifes and seek the good of the whole in- 
stead of the individual.- One of the worst 
burdens the National league had to carry 
was the protection of the minor leagues and 
the consequent opprobrium it was certain 
to bring upon us. No matter how we de- 
cided a case in dispute we were bound to 
make an enemy. The smaller leagues ought 
to be allowed to settle their own disputes. 
With the present organization perfected 
they will be able to do that, and it will be 
far more satisfactory to themselves and 
everybody else.“ 


DENIES SALE OF FRANCHISE. 


President Angus of the Detroit Baseball 
Club Angered by Rumors of 
Transfer to Pittsburg.

Thompson of the diocese of Mississippi.

If an arrange- 
ment can be made at an early day with the 
traction companies by which the city will 
get increased revenue and the public bet- 
ter transportation facilities there will be 
no outburst of popular indignation if it is 
made. That which the people want most 
is improved car service. They know they 
will not get it until a permanent arrange- 
ment has been made with the companies, 
which cannot afford to install new and cost- 
ly plants until they know where they stand. 
The people who are served by the trac- 
tion companies complain of overcrowded 
cars, of slow running time, and of other in- 
conveniences. If they were asked whether 
they prefer to wait for better service until

“Had w- 
started voting for Cuban reciprocity the way 
would have been cleared to vote for lower 
duties on many other products. Eventually 
the northwest would have tried to reduce 
the duty on lumber.” Like the other rea- 
sons Mr. Elkins has given for his course, his 
contention in regard to the northwest is 
not susceptible of proof. Pending the elec- 
tion nothing certain could be said of the 
sentiment in the Dakotas, Nebraska, and 
Minnesota. The election resulted in a 
refutation of Senator Elkins' statement. The 
democrats in Minnesota made their cam- 
paign on a free lumber” platform. With 
the exception of John Lind, whose personal 
popularity saved him, they were all defea:- 
ed. The same applies to a great extent to 
the congressional elections in Nebraska and 
the Dakotas. There was no free lumber 
sentiment in the northwest.

_ AN APPEAL TO ILLINOIS FARMERS. 


Without constitutional revision Chicago 
cannot secure a form of municipal govern- 
ment suited to modern conditions. ven if 
the people outside the city are aware of this 
fact they may not see in it an adequate 
reason why they, who are satisfied with their 
county, city, village, and township govern- 
ments, should unite with Chicago in calling 
a constitutional convention. The country 
people cannot be accused of extreme selfish- 
ness if they fail to take an interest in a 
matter which seemingly does not concern 
them. : 

They may find a sufficient motive for co- 
operation with Chicago in the fact that with- 
out constitutional revision there can be no 
separation of state and local taxation. 
Under the present system certain definite, 
specific sources of revenue—such as farms 
and town lots—cannot be set apart for the 
sole use of local governments, while other 
sources of revenue are assigned to the state 
for its exclusive purposes. 

The divorcement of state from local taxa- 
tion, which a new constitution may bring 
about, will make it possible to get rid of the 
state board of equalization. The board was 
created because assessors in their anxiety 
to relieve their communities from their fair 
share of state taxes were steadily lowering 
assessments. It was believed the board 
would remedy this evil and adjust fairly the 
burden of state taxation. The board has 
proved to be a worse evil than the one it was 
created to correct. It has become a nui- 
sance and an affliction. If there is any grand 
chicanery in tax methods it can be traced to 


of the board that the public service corpora- 
tions are so lightly taxed. Its methods ha ve 
been exposed and censured by the courts, but 


shall exist, the friend and protector of the 
public companies which are unwilling to 
bear the burden of just taxation, while it will 
seek every convenient pretext to impose un- 


due burdens upon private corporations and 


individuals. 
When Illinois shall be brought into line 
with more progressive commonwealths, 


state revenue, there will no longer be a board 
of equalization for the great corporations to 


so badly as they think they will. The in- 
crease in taxation will be offset in good part 
by the saving of the money spent illegiti- 
mately by them to keep down taxes. It will 
no longer be necessary for the companies 
to pay tribute to taxing officers. They will 
not have to pay the salaries of lawyers and 
other agents sent to Springfield to watch and 
keep in touch with the state board. They 
may derive patriotic satisfaction from the 
fact that all the money paid by them on ac- 
count of taxes will go into the treasury to 
be spent for public uses and that none of it 
will find its way into the pockets of dishonest 


with them. The item of “taxes” will be 
larger. The charges to profit and loss 
or special service will be much smaller. 

Are the farmers and the townspeople so 
blind that they cannot see where they will 
be the gainers by that separation of local and 
state taxation which constitutional revision 
alone can give them? Then they will have 
complete self-government as regards taxa- 
tion. Then their assessments will not be 
raised or lowered at Springfield. Then they 
will not feel obliged to cut down expendi- 
tures for local purposes because the state is 
making undue demands upon their limited 
resources. Here is a sufficient motive for 
striking hands with Chicago and beginning 
a campaign for a new constitution. Here 
is something for the farmers to think over 
between now and the beginning of the next 
session of the general assembly. Do they 
wish to be freed from the state tax?- Not 
one of them will say no to that. 

A constitutional convention which the 
country people will control will not leave 
out of a new organic law provisions found in 
the existing one which suit them perfectly. 
Township government and county govern- 
ment will remain as they are if the country 
people so desire. They can lose nothing by 
constitutional revision. They can gain 
— Chicago hopes for their aid.

It is unjust, therefore, 
says the court, to deny Prof. Weltmer the 
use of the mails simply on the ground that 
his opinion about mind power is so ex- 
treme as to be absurd in the opinion of the 
great majority of intelligent people. 

If a man advertises that if people send 
him money he will concentrate his power- 
ful mind on their ailments and heal them 
the postoffice department must not issue 
a fraud order against him, unless it can 
prove—which is a difficult matter—that he 
has no faith in his alleged healing powers 
or unless it can prove that out of many 
patients he has cured none, and hence is 
getting money without doing good to any 
oue. Therefore men who practice mental 
healing for hire can carry on their business 
without interference by the postal authori- 
ties for some time, and if they advertise 
extensively can gather in much money. |

“Goldenhair and the Three Bears.”

At last we have a work of juvenile litera- 
ture in which the prismatic hues of con- 
sciousness and subconsciousness are blended 
into a translucent medium so achromatized 
that the iridescence of psychological investi- 
gation is rendered pellucid and seemingly, if 
not in fact, spontaneous. The latest edition 
of the juvenile classic, ‘‘ Goldenhair and the 
Three Bears,” by Mrs. Laura Muchadoo Nut- 
ting, is something that long has been need- 
ed. ‘The incidents of the narrative are in no 
wise altered in their essentials, but there is 
added a nalvete, a simple intuition, or intul- 
tive simplicity, a psychological preposses- 
sion that, combined with its conscious intel- 
lectualized readaption, distinguishes the 
work as much as ite consciously readapted 
inteHectuaHzation. 

The story in its old form lacked unity and 
psychological apprehension. Neither the 
bears nor Goktenhair had been sensed by a 
mind intuitively apprehensive of social and 
moral principles. Ite pedagogical value was 
nil, and it was wholly lacking in didactic in- 
tentionalism. But under Mrs. Nutting’s 
consciously readapted intelHectualization the
